His physicians 
declare however he is still in imminent danger but they 
hope for the best. 
Rochester, Minn., Sept. 18—Governor Johnson, lying on 
what is thought to be his death bed today dictated the 
following message to President Taft, through Eli S. War­ 
ner, chairman of the Taft reception committee, at Minne­ 
apolis: “Hearty and sincere welcome through State of 
Minnesota. I greatly regret that my illness prevents my 
presence at your reception.” At noon Governor Johnson 
had rallied slightly but his condition is still desperate. It 
is believed that if he can get safely through the day he 
will recover, but his chances of surviving the next 24 hours 
are regarded as m e a g r e . ______________________

GOVERNOR JOHNSON. 


Rochester, Minn., Sept. 18.—Unless 
Governor Johnson has recuperative 
powers that are almost superhuman it 
Is very doubtful if he ever leaves 
Bt Mary’s hospital a live man. His 
condition early this morning is nearly 
hopeless and a man with less will 
power—with less determination to 
Bye—would not have survived the 
shock that carried him so close to 
death Friday afternoon. He has ral­ 
lied slightly, but his closest friends 
here have almost abandoned hope and 
the doctors Mayo will not say that he 
can live throughout today, although 
they have not abandoned all hope. 
Mrs. Johnson has been with him 
constantly since she was called at the 
beginning of the sinking spell and will 
remain with him. 
Dr. Charles F. MeNevin is in con­ 
stant attendance on the governor and 
during the critical period the Mayo 
brothers themselves took charge of 
the case. Dr. Will Mayo remained 
with the governor most of the time 
until late in the evening when he 
went home, leaving word that he was 
to be called at once if any change for 
the worse become apparent. 
Mrs. Johnson is almost prostrated 
with grief, but is trying tb bear up for 
the sake of^ier distinguished husband 
and tries to wear a brave smile when 
be asks for her. 
Like a thunderbolt from a sky

it is the Best Tariff Measure 
Country Ever Had. 


Such Is Still the Opinion of Counsel 
for His Mother. 
Washington, Sept. 18.—Beyond still 
firmly holding to the opinion that Lieu 
tenant James N. Sutton’s death was 
not occasioned by a shot fired by him 
self, either Intentionally or accident­ 
ally, Henry E. Davis, counsel for Mrs. 
Rosa B. Sutton, in making public the 
report of Dr. George Tully Vaughan, 
who assisted on behalf of Mrs. Sut­ 
ton in performing the autopsy upon 
the body of the dead naval officer, de­ 
clared that he had no further com­ 
ment to make urfon the report.

THEY M UM M ED THE PMTTT 


Chief Executive Scores the Insurgent) 
Who Voted Against the Bill—Friend) 
of Congressman Tawney Applauc 
Sentiments of tho President, as Ex 
pressed in His Speech at Winona. 


Winona. Minn., Sept. 18.—In the 
most important utterance he has made 
Since his occupancy of the White 
House, President Taft here, in a state 
which is the hotbed of the “insurgent’ 
movement within the R< publican par 
ty, defended the Payne tai iff bill a* 
the best tariff measure ever passee 
by a Republican congress and henct 
the best tariff bill the people have 
ever known. 
The president boldly asserted thai 
the insurgents who voted against th* 
bill had abandoned the Republican 
party. 
“Was It the duty of .the member oi 
congress who believed that the bill 
did not accomplish everything that it 
ought to accomplish, to vote against 
it?” asked the president. 
“I am here to justify those who an 
sv/er this question in the negative. I 
am not here to defend those who voted 
for the Payne bill, but to support 
them.” 
To this statement the crowd In the 
Winona Opera House responded with 
a cheer which could be heard far down 
the street. It was given by the ad­ 
herents of Representative James A 
Tawney of this district, the chairman 
of the house committee on appropria 
tions, who has been on the defensive 
ever since the adjournment of con­ 
gress because he did not vote with 
the other members of the delegation 
from Minnesota, both in the house 
and senate against the bill. 
Tawney Met the President. 
Mr. Tawney met the president at La 
Crosse. Wis., and accompanied him to 
this city, his home town. It had been 
reported for some time that the presi­ 
dent intended defending Mr. Tawney 
for his party regularity, hut there 
were none to predict that the pres! 
dent would go so far as he did in 
characterizing the position taken by 
the insurgent senators and representa­ 
tives. The president had met Senator 
La Follette of Wisconsin, one of the 
leaders of the insurgent movement, ai 
Milwaukee, and had greeted him quite 
cordially. 
“To make party government effec­ 
tive,” said the president in his speech 
here, “the members of that party 
should surrender their personal pre­ 
dilections of comparative less impor­ 
tance. I am not here to criticise 
those who felt so strongly and be­ 
lieved so Intensely that it was their 
duty to vote against the tariff bill, 
because it did not contain all they 
thought it should. 
“It. was a question for each man to 
settle for himself. 
“In matters of this kind, it is a 
question with the party representa­ 
tive whether he shall help maintain 
the party solidarity for accomplishing 
its chief purposes or whether the de­ 
parture from principle in the bill, as 
be regards It, is so extreme that he 
must in conscience abandon the par­ 
ty.” 
Further along, the president gave a 
final word to the insurgents. 
“I am glad to see that those who 
voted against the bill still insist that 
they are Republicans and that they 
intend to keep up the fight for still 
lower tariff rates within the party. 
“That is their right and in their 
view of things is their duty. 
Mention of Tawney** Vote. 
“All I have to say in respect to Mr. 
Tawney’s action in voting for the bill 
and my action in signing it, is that I 
believed that the interests of the 
country, the interests of the party, re­ 
quired me to sacrifice the accomplish­ 
ment of certain things in the revision 
of the tariff which I had hoped for in 
order to obtain party solidarity, which 
I believed more important than the 
reduction of rates in one or two sched­ 
ules of the tariff.” 
President Taft’s speech was a re­ 
markable, plainspoken defense of the 
Payne bill. He has been met with 
many queries since the beginning of 
his trip as to when he intended taking 
pp the subject of the tariff and there 
was marked disappointment in Chica­ 
go among those who had the reception 
of the president in charge that he did 
not,elect to speak there on this most 
important subpect. 
Mr. Taft waited until he left Mil­ 
waukee when with a msas of facts 
and figures before him, with a new 
statement just prepared by Chairman 
Payne of the house committee on

ways and means, and with his own 
personal knowledge of all the inti­ 
mate little details of the tariff fight 
in Washington still fresh in his mind, 
he sat down in a state room in his 
private car, the Mayflower, and dic­ 
tated to two stenographers the speech 
he delivered here and which repre­ 
sents a statement on the accomplish­ 
ments and demerits of the Payne bill, 
from an administration point of view, 
more thorough in its simple appeal 
for an understanding by the people 
than any document which has hereto­ 
fore been Issued from any source. 
Figures Beck Up Argument. 
The 
statement 
contained 
only 
enough figures to make a point which 
the president has dwelt upon for some 
time in his confidential talks, that tho 
measure of the new bill should be 
taken by the amount of reductions 
made on articles of general consump­ 
tion compared to the increases on 
articles little used. The president, by 
means of a table prepared at his re­ 
quest by Mr. Payne, showed that the 
thrift had been increased on articles 
whose consumption lr. thfe country 
amounts yearly to $651,000,000, and 
that of this amount $579,000,000 is 
represented by such luxuries as silks 
wines, liquors, perfumes and pomades 
leaving a balance of $272,000,000 rep 
resenting increases on articles not 
luxuries. Against this, the p re se n t 
set, with great emphasis in his de­ 
livery, the fact that the tariff had 
been reduced on articles, mostly neces­ 
sities, whose consumption in this 
country amounts annually to five bit 
lions of dollars. 
The president went into the detail* 


of every schedule of the tariff bill, 
dwelling especially on the schedule* 
which were the subject of the greatest 
fight, 
and 
which developed 
more 
strongly the insurgent movement. 
As to the woolen schedule, Mr. Taft 
declared without hesitation or equivo 
cation, that the rates of the Payn* 
bill were too high. It was found 
early in the fight, however, he assert, 
ed, that the wool and woolen manufac 
turing interests in the Republican! 
party were so strong that any attempt 
to change the Dingley rates would re 
suit in a defeat of the bill. 
Although Senators Crawford and 
Gamble of South Dakota journeyed 
down Into Wisconsin to pay their re 
spects to the president, it was re 
marked that neither Senator Neleon 
nor Senator Clapp, both insurgents 
was here to greet the president on his 
first appearance in Minnesota.

BUSTLE ON THE ROOSEVELT 


P eary’s Ship Preparing to Start for 
Sydney. 
Battle Harbor, lab rad o r, Sept. 18, 
via Marconi Wireless to Cape Ray, N. 
F., Sept. 18.—After a week of rest j 
for the crew of tile Arctic steamer i 
Roosevelt, on board of which Com- j 
mander Robert E. Peary is making 
his way South, there Is bustle and ac­ 
tivity on all sides as the men put the 
finishing touches to the vessel pre­ 
paratory to the start for Sydney. 
Commander Peary received Captain 
Dickson of the Canadian government 
ste.amer Tyrian and half an hour later 
he welcomed the newspaper corre­ 
spondents who came up to Battle H ar­ 
bor on the Tyrian. 
He first went to the quarter deck 
of the Roosevelt and faced a battery 
of cameras. 
When the picture had 
been taken, Commander Peary and 
the correspondents all went ashore to 
the loft of a fish house on the wharf, 
where the explorer became the target 
for a broadside of questions. 
The 
crews of the steamers and sailing ves- ’ 
gels in port, the local m erchants and 
fishermen, and a gathering of small 
boys filled the rude hall and listened 
to what might be term ed Commander 
Peary’s first public lecture since his 
return from the pole. 
This gathering 
at Battle Harbor, a fishing port on 
the coast of Labrador, which before 
the coming of Peary was practically 
unknown to the world at large, was 
facetiously denominated as “the first 
class in the North Pole geography.’’ 
In explaining to the newspaper men 
what he considered the scientific value 
of 
polar 
exploration, 
Commander 
Peary said he had taken soundings of 
the sea from Cape Sheridan to the 
pole which supplemented the similar 
data taken on the other side 
Nan­ 
sen and Cagni.

BEGAN BY CLOSING PAPER. 


First Incident In Army Career of Late 
General Corbin. 
Lieutenant General Henry C. Cor­ 
bin, former adjutant general of the 
United States army and one of the 
best known of American soldiers, who 
died recently in New York, began his 
career as a soldier by closing up Murat 
Halstead’s Cincinnati Commercial. 
It 
w-as In August of 1802. 
Young Corbin, 
not quite twenty, had been assigned ss 
second lieutenant to the Seventy-ninth 
Ohio volunteers, of which Rutherford 
B. Hayes w-as colonel. 
He was re­ 
quired to enlist thirty men. 
He got 
twenty-nine of them the first day from 
the shops of the Little Miami railroad. 
The captain, pleased w ith jiis success* 


sent him back for more. Ile happened 
In front of the Commercial office just 
as the printers were going to dinner, 
but the hungry men paid no attention 
to the young recruiting officer. Not to 
be rebuffed, however, he singled out 
a likely looking young man and In­ 
vited him to luncheon. 
That noon the future general brought 
to bear that pow-er of personal per­ 
suasiveness w’hich in future years com 
tributed so much to a career of re­ 
markable good fortune. 
T h e printer 
was won over. 
They returned to the 
Commercial office that afternoon and 
before night took away with them 
thirty-two men. 
“Young man,” said Mr. Halstead 
when he met Lieutenant Corbin the 
next day, “do you know you hare 
closed out our paper?” 
The editor merely asked in return, 
however, that Corbin assist Ifls broth­ 
er, Benton Halstead, by crediting to 
him extra men, as the younger H al­ 
stead, a recruiting lieutenant, had been 
unable to fill his quota on account of 
being then in the field. Corbin agreed 
aud refused to take the money the 
brother offered for his trouble. There 
began a warm, lifelong friendship be­ 
tween the soldier and the editor.

State Drainage Commistion Will Con­ 


struct State Highways Along 


Drainage Canals 


Duluth H erald; — 
“ Sec’y of State Julius A. Schmahl, 
State E ngineer Geo. Ralph, George 
Welsh of the state im m igration de­ 
partm ent, and Senator D. O. Cook, of 
W abasha county, arrived in Duluth 
last night from Aitkin county, where 
they have been inspecting the nev 
state drainage ditch along the Miss’s- 
Sippi river, and the Hill City railroad. 
The ditch, which is about six miles 
long, is almost completed and the last 
work will be done in about sixty days. 
“ In connection with the construc­ 
tion of the ditch, an experiment in 
roadm aking 
is 
being 
conducted, 
which, it is expected, will save some 
counties of the state thousands of 
dollars. 
Tile dirt tak^n from the 
ditch is being spread alongside and 
when tilc ditch is completed, ii * oiler 
will be pent ove*- toe road. 
As the 
dirt from ; h > bott om of the dit Ii goes 
on top of the road, a firm highway 
will result. 
The chief feature of the 
road is the small expense at which it 
can be built. 
It is estim ated th at 
such a road can be built for about 
$20 a mile. 
“ The state drainage commission has 
decided to build roads along all state 
ditches in the same m anner. 
An ex­ 
perim ent at Strandquist in M arshall 
county, was very successful and the 
action of the commission is based on 
the success there. 
The road is as 
good as any in the state and probably 
cost less per mile than any other one. 
“ The state commission is building 
about eighty-five ditches throughout 
the state, transform ing swamps into 
fine agricultural lands. It seems that 
the drained lands are better than the 
ordinary dry lands, which is account­ 
ed 
for by the fast th a t for ages 
vegetation has been decaying in the 
swamps and there is no need for fer­ 
tilization. 
The soil is rich and will 
remain so for many years to come. 
“ The commission will soon expend 
$14 4,000 in Roseau county, on the 
border, w hich is probably the most 
swampy county in the state, but the 
land will be drained and 155,000 
acres of state land will be sold. 
It 
is expected to be estim ated at $10 
an acre. 
“ The commission builds ditches on 
petition and they are paid for by the 
settlers, b u t on exceptionally easy 
terms. 
N othing is required to be 
paid du rin g the first five years and 
then for fifteen years, one-fifteenth of 
the assessment is paid each year. 
“ The construction of the Wavrina 
ditches in Itasca county is progress­ 
ing well, members of the commission 
say. 
The system will be one of the 
finest in the state, there being two 
main tru n k lines, with branches to 
drain the entire district.”

Treacherous and Destructive Animal* 
That Can Feign Death. 
There are some who believe, though 
the evidence seems against them, that 
certain of tile wild dogs, like the Aus­ 
tralian dingo—••yellow dog dingo, al­ 
ways hungry, dusty in the sun”—are 
reversions lo the wild state of a race 
once tame, Just as the pariah dogs of 
various countries have traveled half 
the road toward becoming wild ani­ 
mals again. 
As one sees the dingo bere in the 
gardens It looks not merely like a do­ 
mesticated dog, but like a dog of a 
distinctly engaging and amicable kind. 
The dingo’s character belies its gentle 
looks. 
“Quarrelsome, sly and tread) 
erous,” nu Australian naturalist has 
called it. 
So sly is it that, according 
to Mr. Beddard in “The Cambridge 
Natural History,” it feigns death “with 
such persistence that an individual has 
been known to be partly flayed before 
moving” and so treacherous that In the 
days when dingos were more com­ 
monly kept as pets by the colonists 
than, as a result of bitter experience, 
Is the case today It was no unusual 
thing for the dog which had been

becoming. The socks do not m eet the 
trousers and the knee is left bare, like 
a highlander’s. The upper p art of the 
costume has some feminine touches, 
and over the trousers is a short d ra­ 
pery, which may be the rem ains of a 
skirt. These women work lo the fields 
and stables and are compelled by their 
life to dispense w ith superfluous d ra ­ 
peries. 
French 
and 
Belgian 
flsherwomen 
wear trousers. 
They wade through 
the water, pushing their nets before 
them , and the heavy waves would 
soon sweep them off their feet if they 
wore skirts. 
Even w ithout them they 
are obliged to go out in little parties 
for mutual protection. 
In China, w here they do most things 
differently from the rest of the world, 
th e women w ear trousers and the men 
do not disdain skirts. The women also 
smoke. 
In Turkey, before Paris fash ­ 
ions invaded the harem, trousers were 
worn by the women, while the ciga­ 
rette is an indispensable part of their 
lives.—New York Tribune.

New York, Sept. 20.— Rev. Dr. John 
Wesley Hill, who had viewed the 
European attitude tow ard arm am ent 
during his recent trip abroad, preached 
at the M etropolitan tem ple on “Peace 
For Men and Nations,” saying in part: 
“During th e last q uarter of a cen­ 
tury, a period of incom parable peace, 
the arm ies and navies of Europe have 
enforced an expenditure of $111,000,- 
000,000, enough money to pay for the 
education of every European child and 
put an end to the tragedy of poverty. 
A great responsibility rests upon E ng­ 
land and the United States.

have it w ithin their pow er to put an 
end to these war preparations and 
drive the w ar dogs back to their ken­ 
nels and to usher in th e reign of the 
meilenium of peace.”

Five persons were arrested. 
Fifty- 
four men were brought to the city 
from Chicago and it is understood 
that 40ft m ore are expected shortly. 
Two thousand people gathered at 
the corner of Fourteenth and Farnum 
streets, w here for an hour or more 
every car had to run the gauntlet of 
gibes and jeers. 
At first the trolleys 
were pulled off and th e ropes cut. 
After th e rioting at Council Bluffs 
all cars w ere taken off.

A Lot of Norvo and a Littlo Tangram 
That Was Proporly Delivered by One 
of the Company’s Mesaangar Boys 
Made a Winning Combination. 


Ninety-nine men out of a hundred 
will accept as gospel tru th the contents 
of a telegram when it comes from the 
hands of a messenger boy. 
They buy 
and sell, pay out large sum s of money, 
sta rt on long journeys and do countless 
other things upon the suggestion of the 
little yellow or w hite paper slips with 
their condensed messages w ithout in 
the least questioning their authenticity. 
This is an interesting fact, upon which 
hinges an enormous am ount of the 
country’s business, and it is also a fact 
upon which hinge some of the clever­ 
est and boldest frauds in crim inal rec­ 
ords. 
A lot of nerve and a little telegram 
w as u combination th a t made possible 
a smooth swindle on a Des Moines 
bank. A well dressed man, apparently 
a business man of large affairs, called 
a t the paying teller’s window w ith a 
d ra ft or check on an Omaha bank and 
asked if the Om aha bank had tele­ 
graphed notice th a t the d ra ft was 
good. He got “no” for an answ er and 
then informed the teller th a t such a 
telegram might be expected a t any 
moment. Soon afterw ard the telegram 
arrived, delivered by a m essenger boy, 
appearing to have come from the Oma­ 
ha bank and 
authorizing the Des 
Moines bank to pay the draft. 
When 
the stranger a p p e a re d 'again he was 
given the $500. W hen the Des Moines 
bank people took up the m atter by 
w ire with the O m aha bank it found 
th a t the latter institution had not sent 
th e telegram, and then it was discov­ 
ered th at the whole transaction w as a 
fraud. 
But how could the sw indlers send a 
telegram from 
Om aha bearing the 
bank’s name? 
They did it in this 
m anner: An accomplice of the Des 
Moines man stepped to a telephone 
booth in Omaha and called the tele- 
;raph office. 
“T his Is t h e 
bank,” 
ie said. 
“Send a m essenger a t once 
to get a telegram for Des Moines.” 
Then this accomplice hurried to the 
entrance of the Om aha bank to meet 
the messenger and there handed him 
th e message for Des Moines. 
The 
telegraph company had no reason to 
believe otherw ise than th a t the bank 
had actually signed the message, and 
it transm itted it. 
The Des Moines 
bank also accepted the telegram as 
genuine because it bore every m ark 
o f genuineness, and It paid out the 
money to the sw indlers, who timed 
their fraud so th a t they got out of 
reach of the law od trains th a t left 
immediately afte r their game bad been 
worked. 
In two sm aller w estern towns a sim ­ 
ila r game w as worked, only for seven 
or eight times the am ount. An alleged 
horse buyer appeared in one of the 
tow ns and made purchase of a carload 
of fine anim als to be delivered and 
paid for a t a later day. preceding 
w hich he made th e acquaintance of the 
officers of one of the banks. 
On the 
day fixed for the delivery of the horses 
th e alleged buyer deposited in the 
bank a d raft for a large am ount draw n 
on a bank in another town a hundred 
miles away. 
At the same tim e the 
bank received a telegram purporting 
to come from the distant bank author­ 
izing the paym ent of this draft. 
The 
bank believed the telegram, paid out 
the money and then discovered th at 
the telegram was fraudulent 
It had 
not been sent by the second bank, but 
by a confederate of the alleged horse 
buyer. 
Later developments disclosed 
th at this accomplice had called up the 
telegraph office in the distant town by 
telephone. “This i s 
, cashier of the 
— bank.” he said. “Please send this 
telegram for me.” 
Then he gave the 
message authorizing the first bank to 
pay the bogus d raft, and this message 
the telegraph company sent without 
suspecting th at it was fraudulent. 
Some years ago an eastern man was 
induced to invest in worthless mining 
stock on the basis of a fraudulent tele­ 
gram purporting to come from an ex­ 
pert he had sent out to investigate the 
mining property, but which was in 
reality sent in a m anner sim ilar to the 
above by a confederate. 
This eastern 
m an’s faith in telegram s cost him some­ 
thing more than $10,000. 
The story of a fraud with an am us­ 
ing side comes from across the water, 
w ith a London man of rather convivial 
habits as the victim. 
This man was 
forgetful and used to leave at home bis 
office and safe keys. 
He also had a 
practice of leaving the city surrepti­ 
tiously for a day now and then for a 
convivial time with friends, all un­ 
known to his wife. One day this busi­ 
ness man w ent on one of his periodical 
jaunts, and a rogue who knew his 
habits ventured to send this telegram 
to his wife: “ Please send my keys. 
Love. Freddy.” In due course of time 
the keys were delivered at the office 
door, and the rogue was there to re­ 
ceive them. 
He ransacked the whole 
office at his leisure, safe and all. 
Late 
th at night the business man came home 
and was teased by his wife for his for­ 
getfulness. 
T his was news to him. 
but he kept his counsel. 
The next 
morning he discovered th at his office 
had been robbed.—B. K. Mann in P itts­ 
burg Dispatch.

the geographical societies of Europe 
have sent me congratulations, which 
m eans faith and acceptance for the 
present, and alm ost every explorer oi 
note has come forw ard with warm 
and friendly approval. 
A specific rec 
Ord of my journey Is accessible to all 
and every one who reads can decide 
for himself. 
W hen Deary publishes a 
sim ilar report then our cases art 
parallel. 
W hy should Peary be a1 
lowed to m ake him self a self-appoint 
cd dictator of my affairs? 
In Justice 
to himself, in justice to the world and 
to guard the honor of national pres­ 
tige he should be compelled to prove 
his own case; he should publish at 
once a prelim inary narrative, to be 
compared with mine, and let the fa. 
minded ponder over the m atter while 
the final records by which my case 
m ay eventually be proved are being 
prepared. 
“I know Peary, the explorer. 
As 
such he is a hero in Arctic annals and 
deserves the credit of a long and hard 
record. 
To Peary, the explorer, I am 
still willing to tip my hat, but P eary’s 
unfounded accusations have disclose;!
